Petition Being Circulated Says 
| Collection at Source Is Prov- 


ing Serious Burden. 


St. Louls bankers are being asked to 
sign a petition, which the trust company 
section of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation is circulating nationally, asking 
that the income tax act be amended so

BRIEF SHOWS RATE 


DISCRIMINATION IN 
BRIDGE ARBITRARY 


Twenty-Cent Toll Is Absorbed 
on Traffic From Outside the 
100-Mile Zone. 


EAST ST. LOUIS BENEFITS 


Post-Dispatch Attorneys Will_Ar- 
gue Case Before Commis- 
sion at Washington. 


Arguments shewing the unfair dis- 
crimination against St. Louis and in 
favor. of Bast St. Louts in the existing 
arbitrary bridge charge on coal from 
the Illinois coal fields. are contained in 
a brief filed last week with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by Edward 
C. Crow and Sidney F. Andrews, at- 
torneys representing the Post-Dispatch 
in its appeal to the commission to abvcl- 
ish the charge. 

The brief was filed tn advance of oral 
arguments to be made td the commis- 
sion in Washington Friday, and is based 
on evidence heard before Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Harlan two 
months ago in St, Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch case was cembined 
in the hearing with the pleas of the 
railroads for permission to increase the 
coal rate 5% cents a ton, the protests 
of the shippers in opposition’ to the 
increase and the opposition of the Busi- 
ness Men's League to the increase. The 
city of St. Leuis joined in the case in 
opposition to the increase, and the city 
of Hast St. Louis joined in opposition to 
the Post-Dispatch fight to abolish the 
arbitrary bridge charge. 

Rate fame on Long Heauis.

TUNING FORK IS USED 
TO DIAGNOSE DISEASE 


Enlargements of Organs Shown 
by the Vibrations, London 
Physician Says. 
LONDON, Feb. 7.—Dr: James Cant- 
lie’s application of the tuning fork to 
the diagnosis and cure of disease is 
attracting widespread attention in med- 
ical circles. He found that in certain 
cases it was extremely difficult with 
the stethoscope to obtain accurate 
knowledge of the enlargement of or- 
gans such as the liver, spleen, stomach 
and heart, more especially where the 
enlargement was accompanied by an 

affection of the neighboring tissues. 

He discovered that if the tuning fork 
was set vibrating with the shaft placed 
against the body walls moved about, a 
note varying with the density of the 
organ situated immediately beneath 
was transmitted to the stethoscope. In 
thie way, he says, the limits of the 
liver can be gauged with almost hair- 
breadth precision. 4 

Dr. Cantlie in certain cases com- 
pared the results of the tuning fork 
method with those obtained by X-rays.. 
He found the former absolutely ac- 
curate. He believes the method valu- 
able in diagnosing broken ribs and 
bones generally.

|MANY COFFINS ASKED FOR 


El Paso Investigator Finds 
Bodies Strewn Along Bare 
Where They Were Suffocated. 


By Associated Press. 
JUAREZ, Feb. 7. — Nine Americans 


and forty or fifty Mexicans, whose fate 
has been a mystery since the destruction 
of the Cumbre Tunnel last Wednesday, 
were suffocated. This information was 
received this evening at the headquar- 
ters of the Mexico Northwestern Rail- 
road, Thgetragedy is laid at the doors 
of Maximo Castillo, the bandit leader. 


A special train carrying 20 Amert- 
cans led by W. J. Farragut of the 
Mexice Northwestern Railroad, 69 
coffins and a rescue outfit, left here 
tonight for the scene. 

Departure of the rescue train was de- 
layed by a telegram from Secretary of 
State Bryan.to American Consul Ed- 
wards demanding that a train of sol- 
diers. be dispatched ahead to prevent an 
attack by Castillo on the Americans. 
The Consul’s order was acecded to at 
once by Gen. Benavides, and the task 
of getting together another train was 
begun. It will carry 300 rebel _ sol- 
diers. 

The exact number of persons aboard 
the passenger train, which consisted 
of one first-class, two second-class 
coaches, a baggage and express car 
and a freight car, is not known. First 
reports put the number at 35, while 
a request for coffins asked for 75. 

Herr Unable to Count the Dead. 

This evidently was an estimate, 
however, as the searching party led 
by Dr. F. C. Herr of Madera was un- 
able to penetrate far enough into the 
tunnel to count the dead. These, it is 
expected, will be found strewn along 
the poisonous reaches of the tunnel, 
where they fell in attempting to 
escape. . 

Dr. Herr reached a body within 300 
feet of the north entrance te the tun- 
nel, and it was that of Juan Fernan- 
dez, rear brakeman of the train, As 
the passenger did not stop. until 
within a few hundred feet of the 
freight train with which Castillo had 
set fire to the tunnel seven hours 
before, Fernandez must have stag- 
gered and crawled nearly’ three- 
quarters of a mile before he _ suc- 
cumbed to the fumes. In his trail it 
is believed the others will be found, 
unless there was a stampede in the 
train to escape, and some were 
crushed in the attempt to crowd 
through the narrow aisles and doors. 

Castillo Sets Death Trap. 

Railroad men here and in El Paso 
are furious at Castillo’s act. Tuesday 
22 of Castillo’s men were captured 
and,executed by the Constitutional- 
ists, and the next day, apparently in 
revenge, Castillo captured the freight 
train, ran it into the south end of 
the tunnel about 300 feet and there 
set fire to it. 

The passenger train entered the 
death trap from the north unsuspect- 
ingly, probably traveling at its usual 
rate of about 15 les an hour. When 
the engineer discovered the trap it 
was too late. Just what his actions 
were will be known only after an 
examination of the locomotive has 
been made. 

Castille’s failure to send back warn- 
ings of his act is regarded as the most 
cruel and murderous act of his career 
of outlawry.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—Miss Hazel 


Herdman, hardly 21 years old, was the 
veiled girl who shot and killed Mrs 
Charles Manning in her mother’s home 
at 219 Warren street, Newark, N. J., 
Friday night, and this afternoon she 
died in the Mountainside Hospital at 


Montclair, after taking poison. She told 
those who gathered about her death- 
bed that she loved Manning, who was 
separated from his wife and who was 
the father of:her 1%-year-old boy. She 
said she had. begged Mrs.._Mannéng to 
divorce her husband and hoped that 
Manning might get a divorce, but botb 
wishes had proved vain. 

Before taking bichloride of mercury in 
a quantity to have killed half a dozen 
human beings, Hazel Herdman wrote a 
short note to Manning, which she hand- 
ed to him as he found her just before 
he took her to the hospital. 

Asks Man to Care for Baby. 

In the missive, which was carefully 
written on a folded sheet of heavy note 
paper, she bade him good-by with these 
words: 

‘Dear Charlie—This is my last letter. 
I am going to kill myself. I shot Mrs. 
Manning because of my love for you. 
Take good care of our baby. Good-by. 

“HAZEL.” 

Manning, in tears, handed the note to 
Dr. William Hareson at the Mountain- 
side Hospital after he had taken the 
girl there and learned there no hope of 
saving her life. 

The girl’s confession in part was: 

“Yes, I shot Mrs. Manning. I was in 
love with Charles Manning and wanted 
to marry him. His wife stood in my 
way and I shot her. I know I am go- 
ing to die and I will confess. I have 
also a letter-in which I have written 
something about it. 

“I first met Manning two years ago 
and loved him from the start. I. often 
went away with him and have been 
with him almost all the time since I 
left home two years ago. My father 
made me go back home once, but I left 
again and after awhile I went to live 
with my aunt. But wherever I was I 
always met Manning. 

No Grounds for Divorce. 

“I wanted him to get a divorce an4 
many times asked him to do so. But 
he said he could not. He told me that 
he had hired detectives to watch his 
wife, but they could find nothing 
against her. Then I went to Mrs. 
Manning myself. I asked her if she 
would not get a divorce, but she re- 
fused to do so, and turned me away. 
Then I decided to kill her.” 

Manning and his wife had been sep- 
arated since 1910. The wife worked 
hard for her living, first in a millinery 
shop and later in a bakery and was 
largely the support of her mother. 

Manning remained in Montclair and 
for the last two years had been with 
Miss Herdman steadily. Because of this 
Miss Herdman’s father refused to per- 
mit her to live in his home. 

Through the settlement of the estate 
of her father, Mrs. Manning received 
last Mohday a check for $2400. Under 
the New Jersey law, unless Mrs. Man- 
ning left a will, which it is not believed 
she di4, her husband will inherit the 
$2400, which was her share of the estate. 
The Mannings had no children. 

Miss Herdman, an innkeeper’s daugh- 
ter, took the poison in a candy store .na 
Bloomfield, N. J., where she had gone 
with Manning after they had been re- 
leased early today from the custody of 
the police. Although the authorities had 
suspected Miss Herdman of the crime, 
witnesses to the shooting, the murdered 
woman’s mother, sister and niece, were 
unable to identify her as the veiled 
woman who fired the fatal shot. 

The shooting last night. was delib- 
erate. Admitted to the house, the girl 
fired three shots at Mrs. Manning as 
she was lighting the gas to receive 
her.

Senator Kenyon: “And receiving 2 
large commission?” 

Benator Lodge: “Receiving a large 
commission for doing so. They had no 
difficulty in placing them ecause their 
constituency was wholly ignorant and 
relied on them.” 

Genator Clarke of Wyoming: ‘Does 
not the fact that they exacted very 
large commissions evidently show that 
they were acquainted with the char- 
acter of the securities?’ 

Senator Lodge: “I think that would

Senator Kenyon: The American bank- 
ers at least were acquainted with the 
character of the security, as the com- 
mission has so stated in its report.

CITIZENS GIVE VIEWS 


Business Men Declare Sentiment 
Is Overwhelmingly for 
$2,750,000 Bond Issue. 


The Post-Dispatch will print from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 

In the House of Delegates the Ninth 
Ward is represented by J. J. Francis, 
Democrat, who has a saloon at the 
southeast corner of Sidney street* and 
Broadway. Francis is among the 23 ob- 
structionists standing solid for the A. 
& M. grab. 

In August, 1912, in this ward, 1271 
votes were cast at the special election 
for the bond issue providing for the 
Reber approach, with 1019 againet it; 
in the following November, at the gen- 
eral election when various amendments 
were voted on and scratched, the vote 
on the measure was 1454 for and 1693 
against. That the proposition failed to 
carry at that time was due to the fact 
that the general election ballot con- 
tained several constitutional amend- 
ments and in their eagerness to vote 
“no” on some of them the voters made 
a clean sweep and in most cases voted 
‘no”’ on all amendments simply to, be 
sure they were voting right. This was 
the case in other wards. 

William Kaiser, Democratic City 
Committeeman of the Ninth Ward, 
said: “I think Delegate Francis is 
making a mistake. He ought to 
change his tactics and fall in line. 
sverybody wants the free bridge 
completed. The demand is city-wide. 
There is only one approach, and that's 
the Reber to a certainty.” 


Sentimert for Reber Approach. 
A leading business man of the 


Ninth Ward is John Strobel, who con- 
ducts a large retail grocery at 2526 
South Broadway. He is a Republican. 

“I talk a great deal,” he said, 
“with many leading people in this 
ward who come Into my store. All 
of them, myself included, are for the 
Reber approach and for a quick 
completion of the bridge. There is 
hardly a Republican in my ward with 
whom I have conversed who has not 
expressed himself in favor of the 
Hines bill. Of course, we know that 
iMr. Francis is opposed to this, but 
why he is, it is difficult to tell. If 
he would half way respect the wishes 
of ‘his constituents he would swing 
into line with us and permit the bond 
issue to be submitted as early as 
possible.

Of 
course, I am a professional man and 
take only the average interest in 
politics, still I have asked myself why 
Francis, our delegate, should be tak- 
ing the stand he is when he must 
know that the majority of the voters 
in the ward are'‘opposed to his atti- 
tude in the matter.” 

George Schneider, Republican, of 
2429 South Broadway, a harness man- 
ufacturer, is another Ninth Ward 
business man favoring the Reber ap- 
proach, 

“The Reber route is ours, bought 
and paid for,” he said. “Tt is the place 
to build the East Side approach upon. 
T am not the only man in this ward 
who thinks this, either. We want the 
bridge completed and as rapidly as 
possible.

Joseph A, Helderle of the firm of 
Wacker & Helderie, well-known funeral 
directors at 2331 South Broadway, said: 

“Sure, I'm for the Reber approach, 
and it is my belief that most of the 
leading citizens of this ward are for it. 
Getting down to a close business propo- 
sition, the Reber route is the only route. 

“Just what Francis means by his at- 
titude in standing out for the A. & M.

Thomas L. Fekete Jr., City At- 
torney of Bast St. Louis, said 
yesterday that East St. Louis 
was entirely satisfied with the 
Reber approach, and was eager 
to see the bridge completed. 

“As to the police powers of 
East St. Louis over the free 
bridge they would be the same 
as over the Eads Bridge,’ said 
Fekete. “Nobody has ever 
heard of East St. Louis inter- 
fering with the operation of 
the Eads Bridge. 

“The attitude of East St. Louis 
toward the free bridge was 
shown by the fact that it vacat- 
ed all streets desired by St. 
Louis for the Reber approach, 
and granted all the ordinances 
necessary for the crossing of 
streets. 

“We feel in Bast 8t. Louis 
that the free bridge will bene 
fit this city as much as it will 
St. Louis. We cannot under- 
stand why anybody would raise 
the point that Bast St. Louis 
would interfere with the bridge, 
or hamper St. Louis in the 
operation of it. I can see no 
likelihood of any police powers 
being exercised by East St. Louis 
that would be detrimental to the 
bridge in any respect.” 

' City officials of Bast St. Louis 
are opposed to any other than 
the Reber approach, for the rea- 
son, they hold, that St. Louis 
has exhausted its powers of con- 
demnation, and could not ac 
quire another approach, 

They are opposed to the Alton 
& Mississippi approach, they 
say, because it would discrimi- 
nate against that city by caus- 
ing trains to be operated around 
East St. Loufs, instead of 
through it. The railroads now 
entering East St. Louls are 
bound under their grants, they 
assert, to pass through that city.

A new policy of compelling the owners 
of saloons and cafes whose “atmos- 
phere” is not approved by Excise Com- 
missioner Anderson to obtain the sig- 
natures of two-thirds, instead of a ma- 
jority, of the taxpaying property own- 
ers in the block, was announced yes- 
terday by Anderson. Under the law, 
he may at his discretion issue a license 
upon a majority petition, but if he re- 
fuses to do so, he may be compelled toe 
issue the license only by the presenta- 
tion of a two-thirds petition. The new 
system is described as “local sesaces 


Petitions having only a majority of 
the eligible signatures have been re- 
cently rejected when presented by Joseph 
Deck, proprietor of Deck’s cafe, 112 North 
Sixth street, and by Joseph W. Duffy, 
owner of the Congress Bar at 117 North 
Sixth street. An amended petiton was 
filed Friday by Deck, but has not yet 
been examined by the Excise Commis- 
sioner. Duffy has employed two men to 
canvass the property ewners of his block 
for the purpose of obtaining the neces- 
sary signatures. 

By “undesirable atmosphere,”” Ander- 
son told & reporter last night, he means 
such a reputation as to lead him to the 
conclusion that the saloon in question is 
not conducive to the general 
end prosperity of the community. He 
admitted that he did not recall any po- 
lice compaints against the saloons and 
cafes named. 

“I do not wish to assume the respon 
sibility for issuing licenses to saloons 
of this kind,” said he. “By requiring the 
owners to furnish mandatory petitions 
I put the responsibility up to the tax- 
payers in the block.” 

Saloon Men's Gusiness Drops. 

In connection with this added diffi- 
culty in obtaining licenses, a wail is 
going up among many saloon keepers 
both in the downtown and residence 
districts that their business is not what 
it used*to be. Anderson added that he 
believes it to be a fact that the cus- 
tom of business men of entertaining 
their customers and associates in sa- 
loons is becoming a thing of the past. 
The Liggett & Myer Tobacco Co., he 
pointed out, was able not long ago to 
prevent a nearby saloon keeper from 
renewing his license by refusing to sign 
his petition. The company held that 
a saloon so near would be a dangerous 
temptation to its employes. |. 

He cited the Steel Trust, which recent- 
ly offered its employes an increase of 
salary conditioned upon their becoming 

total abstainers, and declared that the 
Ferd Automobile Co. gives the prefer- 
ence among its workers to those who 
do not drink. 

A saloon keeper drawing most ef his 
customers from the vicinity of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, quit business recent- 
ly, declaring that the decline of the 
vogue which entertaining in saloons once 
had among business men had made it 
impossible for him to meet expenses. 

“Movies” Eneroach Upon Bars. 

A number of saloon keepers in the 
residence districts complain that the 
“poor men’s clubs” nowadays are not 
the saloons but the movies, and that the 
inroads of the latter are making the 
saloen business unprofitable.

Quotes De Quincy to Show Drug 


Habit Is Incurable and Is 
Held as Forger. 


Dr. Harry KErelleberg, %2 years old, 
formerly, of 631 Delmar boulevara, 
a highly educated physician, who 
studied in Hurope, and who was impris- 
oned for passing numerous worthless 
checks in St. Louls, debated on crime 
from a scientific viewpoint with Chief 


of Detectives Allender as the two sat 
with reporters in the Chief’s office yes- 
terday. He declared that all crimina!s 
are not bad men, and that the large 
majority of them are driven to crime 
either by the use of drugs or by cir- 
cumstances. 

Referring to the philosophy of Cicero— 
that every man on earth is created for 
a specific purpose—Dr. Krelleberg de- 
clared his belief that he was created to 
set a bad example for other men as a 
warning against the use of opiates. 

Chief Allender said that ever since he 
had held his position in the department, 
he had made a standing offer of a med- 
al, a suit of clothes or a diamond ring 
to him who could produce a case in 
which a man had been actually driven 
by circumstances to commit crime. 

“That’s the regular policeman’s idea,” 
was Dr. Krelleberg’s response. 


Calls Wagner a Drug Habituate. 

Chief Allender told his prisoner the 
medal would be his if he could cite a 
single instance where a man was not 
actually responsible for his cri 

“What about Richard Wagner, gener- 
ally regarded as the world’s greatest 
music master?” asked Dr. Krellebers. 
“If you have read authentic records of 
Wagner's life, you must well know that 
he used opiates and, whenever under 
their influence, committed unpardon- 
able sins.” 

“Why didn’t he 
Chief. 

“Because the drug habit is incur- 
able,”’ responded the prisoner. 

Dr. Krelleberg then referred to the es- 
says of De Quincey, particularly to his 
“Confessions of an Opium WBater,”’ in 
which the author analyzes the oplum 
habit and declares it incurable. 

Dr. Krelleberg said he spent a year 
taking treatment under Prof. Buehlo, a 
surgeon, in Berlin, hypnotism being the 
basis of the treatment, but without suc- 
cess. Hypnotism, he said, as an ave- 
nue for cure, was only a hope. 


Says Offenders Help Others, 

Chief Allender asked him why offend- 
ers, if driven to an act by drugs or 
circumstances, did not do good as well 
as evil—why a forger did not give 
some of the money, fraudulently ob- 
tained, to charity. 

Dr. Krelleberg at once cited the case 
of the forger, Hemenway of Portland, 
Ore., who forged a check for $2530, then 
gave the money to a widowed mother 
and her destitute children. 

He declared he wrote an article on 
drugs which appeared, in the American 
Journal of Medicine in 1908; that a per- 
centage of the world’s “physicians and 
surgeons were addicted to the use of 
opiates, which, he said, buoyed up their 
nerves. 

“Tf it were not for my wife and baby, 
I would not be alive now,” said Dr. 
Krelleberg. 

He 4id not directly deny that he meant 
he would commit ‘suicide. 

Dr. Krelleberg was graduated from 
Missouri. University, where he first 
learned the use of drugs while study- 
ing medicine and.surgery. His broth- 
er, he said, was an Assistant District 
Attorney in New York and his father 
owner of a theater in Portland, Ore. 
He afterwards studied medicine in Ber- 
lin. 

Dr. Krelleberg told a story of going 
to the Bank of England in London and 
representing himself to be president of 
the Oregon bank, in an effort to get 
money on fraudulent checks, but was 
arrested and sent to an asylum. He 
said he was liberated from an asylum 
in Oregon through the efforts of his 


relatives.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Within the 
next 10 days President Wilson may 
deliver to Congress a message urging 
an immediate repeal of that section 
of the Panama Canal bill which ex- 
empts American coastwise steamers 
from payment of tolls. The President 
is considering the subject. 

In the event he decides to ask Con- 
gress for immediate action it is prob- 
able he will take occasion totdiscuss 
the entire problem. He is expected 
to lay before Congress. the circum- 
stances which surrounded the canal 
question when the first treaty was 
consummated with Great Britain and 
to follow the happenings that led up 
to the tangle. 

Just as soon as President Wilson 
lays his desires before Congress 
Chairman Adamson of the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce -will start the 1 tive 
machinery that is expected to result 
in a repeal of the exemption clause. 


Pe mane ~ Adamson ay issued this 
statement outlining his views upon 
the subject: — 

‘T am not at all troubled about the 
cry that repealing the exemption vio- 
lates the Demotratic platform: A 
subsidy ts not a cardinal doctrine of 
the Democratic party. In fact, that 
exemption is a contradictory inter- 
jection into an anti-subsidy plank in 
the platform that is utterly void. 
The method of its insertion in the 
platform is generally understéod 
among well-informed people. Under 
general idea of approving what a 
Democratic Congress had done cer- 
tain members of the House and Sen- 
ate who were on that committee were 
permitted to interject that political 
provision on the tdea that they were 
asserting approval of what Demo- 
crats in Congress had done, when, in 
fact, a majority of more than twenty 
Democrats in the House voted against 
that exemption. 

“If the people insist on that ex- 
emption as a binding provision in the 
platform it-would be a good case to 
try the referendum. Before honest, 
unflinching Democrats can be bound 
by a subsidy provision it ought to 
be shown that the members of the 
convention know that it was in there 
and that the members at least under- 
stood and approved it. I have never 
seen a member of that convention, 
outside of two or three gentlemen, 
who knew it was in there before it 
was promulgated, and I am ‘informed 
that a large majority of the Piat- 
form Committee are opposed to the 
exemption. 

“It is void for two further reasons 
that is in contravention of a treaty 
and the divine law as well as the doc- 
trine and tradition of the Democratic 
party against taking the property of 
one party or the public and giving it 
to special] interests.”

NEW YORE, Feb, 7.—P. A. B. Wid- 
ener of Philadelphia, by paying mere 
than $700,000, has added te his collec- 
tion of paintings the fameus “Cewper 
Madonna,” sometimes known as the 
“Panshanger Raphael,” which was 
brought te this country by the Duveen 
brothers last fall.

jurisdiction over amateur boxing and 
provides a set of riiles directing how 
this sport shall be conducted. It issues 
sanctions for the holding of amateur 
boxing tournaments. and suspends or 
banishes boxers from participation in 
these tournaments wno, having entered, 
fail to appear, or have accepted money 
for their exhibitions, or for unseemly 
conduict, etc. . 

The A. A. U. exacts a fee for issuance 
of a sanction and aids its treasury by 
@ percentage of receipts derived from 
boxing. It probably receives more money 
from this branch of sport than from 
any other over which it claims jurisdic- 
tion. Boxers who take part in tourna- 


iments that are not “satictioned” by the 
A. A. U. are outiawed.. The 'A. A, U.T 


is the court of last resort and there is 
no appeal from its mandates. 

Exercising -unlimited- authority and 
handing down penalties that are severe, 
the A. A, U.’s interest In amateur box- 
ing, nevertheless, appears to be partf€u- 
larly a pecuniary one rather than sport- 
ing. One is forced to this conclusion 
when it is observed what little attention 
is paid to deliberate violation of rules 
governing this branch of sport. 

Attention of the parent body has 
been cglied many times to the fact 
that its rules are ignored in many lo- 
ealities, that they are misunderstood 
and misinterpreted, and that there is 
need of a general ruling governing 
the interpretationu te be given certain 
sections of the code. These appeals 
have met with no response. 

As a result, almost every locality 

where amateur boxing is encouraged 
has ite own way eof conducting tour- 
naments and enforcing and interpret- 
ing the rules. 
“Amateur boxers of St. Louls when 
performing tn some other locality 
find themselves confronted with a 
different enforcement of the rules: 
rand boxers coming from other locali- 
ties Mere find themselves handicapped 
in Hke manner. 

In sOme localities the A. A, U.’s 
rules are almost totally disregarded. 
‘A emse in point ececurred recently, 
when a team of boxers was sent by 
the Migsouri Athletic Club, of this 
city, to participate in an intercity 
tournament given in Cleveland, O. 
Over there the boxers were obliged 
to box FOUR reunds in each bout, in- 
stead of THREE, as specified in Sec- 
tion 6 of the A. A. U.’s rules. 


These rounds were of three min- 
utes each, whereas the rules provide 
that an extra (or fourth) round shall 
be boxed only when the judges have 
failed to agree and the referee is un- 
able to decide, AND THAT THIS ExX- 
TRA ROUND SHALL BE ONE OF 
TWO MINUTES.. 

The rules further provide that if a 
boxer ig knocked down in the first 
or second rounds and is unable to im- 
mediately respond, or is too weak to 
properly protect himself, THE REF- 
EREE SHALL HAVE POWER TO 
END THD ROUND. If this happens 
in the last (or third) round, it ends 
the bout. | 

However, in Cleveland and in. some 
other places, local rules provide that 
the referee may end the first or sec- 
ond rounds, buat must give the count 
of 10 a la Queeneberry if a knock- 


rounds. 

Another variance of the rules is found 
in the eonstruction placed bv different 
referees with reference to the conduct of 
bexers when clinches occur. According to 
a ruling made by James FE. Sullivan, rep- 
resenting the A. A. U. during the Olympic 
games held in this city during the World's 
Fair in 1904, neither boxer is permitted 
to strike when either is holding, but the 
judges are required te penalise the boxer 
responsible for the clinch.

St. Louis Dealers Say Spring 
Business Is Surprising and 
1914 Outlook Bright. 


Automobile conditions were never bet- 
ter in St. Louis and the St. Louis ter- 
ritory than at thig time. A sudden re- 
vival of interest among buyers of cars 
Was noted the first of last week and 
dealers say that the promise is for the 
biggest year in point of sales ever 
known in this market. 

Already many sales have been re- 
ported and salesmen for automobile 
concerns say that they have many pros 
pects of people who have finally decid- 
ed to buy in order to secure deliveries 
In time for early spring use, the gen- 
;¢ral impression seeming to be that the 
spring season for touring will open 
early. 

St, Louis has become an immense 
distributing point for motor cars. Half 
a dozen factory branches are located 
here, including the Ford, Locomobilé, 
Buick, White, Studebaker, International 
Harvester Co., General Motor Truck 
Co. and others and each has a wide 
distributing territory which itn some 
cases includes as faraway points as 
Louisiana and Texas and Oklahpma. 
Three factoriea, the Dorris, Moon and 
Mogul truck, are located here. 

The buying season for automobiles, 
say the dealers, should be now, because 
there are few factories which, in the 
busy season, can make immediate de- 
liveries of cars. This is particularly 
true of the better known lines of cars. 
When a man buys an automobile. he 
begins to fret at once for delivery, hut 
this he can seldom secure except in a 
pre-season ‘time as now, so that wis- 
dom would dictate that the time to buy 
is ahead of that season. That many 
buyer@ of cars have seen this light is 
indicated by the number of sales that 
are being made and the brisk Inquiries 
which are being made in the salesrooms 
of practically every dealer in this mar- 
ket. 

While it is true that there are 1,200,- 
000 auitomobiles running on the streets 
and highways.of the United States at 
this time, men at the manufacturing 
plants say that the demand has not 
nearly been met and in every instance 
they are preparing for heavier output 
than in previous Years. This increase 
in demand is due in part to the con- 
stantly increasing desire of men of all 
stations in life to own a motor car and 
in part to the ‘great improvements 
which are constantly being made in the 
roads of the entire country. This good 
road movement has reached an active 
stage in Missouri and Illinois.

GOOD TIRE ADVICE 


“Be considerate of your tires,’’ urges 
Il. Greenwald, chief of the service de- 
partment of the Firestond Tire and Rut- 
ber Co., and adds suggestions for getting 
the most out of Casings. 

“In driving, do not run in car tracks 
or ruts. Keep tires inflated to the prop- 
er pressure. Use tires of right size for 
weight of machine, and of correct type 
for the rims with which the car is 
equipped. 

“See that wheels are in perfect align- 
ment. If a tire becomes..worn from 
running on rough, rutty roads, reverses 
That is, turn the worn sides to the car. 
If cement flaps are used, turn Ahoso 
also. 

Do not start 
car suddenly, also avoid severe appli- 
cation of brakes. Carry spare tires ana 
inner tubes.

DOUBLE TAX 
~ ONAUTOMOBILES 


Case Pending in U. 8. Supreme 
Court Protests Against Li- 


cense and Personal Prop- 
erty Taxation. 


A country-wide protest against the | 
“double tax” on self-propelled vehicles 
is accumulating as a result of the atti- 
tude of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, and reflected in the procedure 
of its Legislative Board, in advising all 
affiliated State bodies to fight vigor- 
ously the payment of a registration fee 
for revenue purposes and the imposition 
of a personal property tax, to which is 
added in some cases an annual charge 
for operators’ license and even a local 
wheel tax. 

Motorists are greatly interested in the 
so-called “New Jersey test case,”” which 
the A. A. A. recently had its general 
counsel, Gharles Thaddeus Terry, place 
on the docket of the United States Su- 
preme Court and which it is. expected 
may be argued before the year is end- 
ed, by ex-United States Attorney-Geh- 
eral J. W, Griggs of Patterson, N. J., 
who had the case in charge for the As- 
sociated Aytomobile Clubs of New Jer 
sey during ite progress through the 
State courts: = 

A decision from the highest court in 
the land would establish a ruling not 
likely to be dissented from by any 
State court. There has been a diversity 
of opinion In decisions thus far ren+ 
dered by State courts in which the 
“double tax” -has been- passed upon, 
New Jersey and Connecticut have up- 
held the right of the commonwealth to 


the owner of the.vehicle being com- 
pelled to pay under the head of per- 
sonal property. Mississippi's supreme 
court ruled that the “double tax” was 
unconstitutional and directed: the re- 
turn of the automobile registration fees. 
The A. A, A. State body in Ohio also 
obtained a favorable decision in the 
Court of Common Pleas In the cage in 
which President C. C. Janes figured as 
the appéllant. It so happens that Mr. 
Janes,ig.also.chairman of the A. A A. 
Legislative Board, and in commenting 
on the matter he has the following to 
say: 

“It is my opinion that the average 
automobile owner has no objection to 
paying a registration tax if ft ts in leu 
of all other taxes and the money thus 
raised is expended for roads mainten- 
ance. True it is that we are for the 
time being discriminated against as a 
special class of road user, but we are of 
the opinion that the time is near at 
hand when practically all highway 
transport will be of the motor-driven 
variety. Hence, for the present, we may 
waive our rights in the premises tn this 
regard; but we do not intend to pay 
twice, and we further belleve@fhat the 


money raised, no matter by what form, /|' 


should find its way into the highway i 
fund.” 

In California both the State Automo- 
bile Association and the Southern Cali- 
fornia club are contesting the double 
tax in the State courts, and in other 
parts of the country protests will soon 
be expressed in test cases.

WOMAN, 94, SEEKS 
SUPPORT IN COURT

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Mrs. Julia Mc- 
Kenna, 94 years old. once the com- 
mon-law wife of James MoMenna, a 
Chicago capitalist, today petitioned 


ithe County Court to compel a girl, 6 


lyears old, whom she has never seen, 
to support her. — 

Until she lost the sight of an eye 
the aged woman supported herself 
by sewing. 

The child, who figures in this 
unique case is Viola Hudson, who hes 
fallen heir to an estate valued at 
$300,000, which McKenna left 10 
years ago to his adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Viola. Hudson, the girl's mother. 

Mrs. Hudson died a few weeks ago 
in a gas-filled room in London, and 
it was feared at first she had been 
murdered. What is purported to be 
her last will, writtten in a scrawling 
hand, was found beside her. It gave 
property worth $5000 to new ac- 
quaintances. 

The property which Mrs. Hudson in- 
herited from McKenna was entailed un- 
der his will and is in turn inherited by 
her daughter. 

McKenna and the woman who brought 
sult today lived together for 85 years. 
Then they quarreled and separated. 
Mrs. McKenna brought suit for non- 
support, and with the filing of this suit 
the world learned for the first time 
the union of the two had not been sanc- 
tioned by a civil or religious ceremony 

The Supreme Court decided in this 
case that a man could not be sued for 
separate maintenance by a common-law 
wife, but Mrs. McKenna was awarded 
$13,500 for breach of contract, McKenna 
admitting he had agreed to jay her $39 
a month and medical bills.

Years Kept Her From 
Marrying. 


SHE WANTS BIGGEST SHARE 


Estate or Her Mother, Who 
Made No Will, Is Estimated 
at $4,000,000. 


That there has been @issention over 
financial matters for years among the 
six sons and daughters of the late Mrs. 
Olivia Morrison von Schrader, the heirs 
to her $1,000,000 estate adjoining the Log 
Cabin Club, was the statement yester- 
day by her daughter, Mis Eloise von 
Schrader, 70 years old. . She has re- 
tained an attorney, Julius R. Nolte, to 
defend her interests, declaring that her 
services for 42 years as manager of the 
estate entitle her to a share greater than 
one-sixth, which, as Mrs. von' Schrader 
left no will, would be the portion of 
each heir unless litigation decided other- 
wise. 

Miss von Schrader regards as oppo- 
nents her brothers, George M. von Schra- 
der of St. Louis and Otto U. von Schra- 
der of Laurel, Md., and her sisters, Mrs. 
W. EB. Clymer ané Mrs. Julie Hodgsdon 
of Philadelphia. She considers her thir 
brother, Col. Frederick von Schrader, 
U. S.A., retired, of Washington, as an 
ally. All the heirs, including Miss von 
Schrader, are independently wealthy in 
their own right. Their father, Baron 
Frederick Wiliam von Schrader, was a 
Prussian nobleman, and they are de- 
scended on their mother’s side from old 
and distiguished 8t. Louls families. 

Her brothers, George and Otto, ap- 
peared in the Probate Court at Clayton 
on the afternoon of her mother’s fu- 
neral with a petition for the appoint- 
ment of themselves as co-administra- 
tors of the estate. The day following 
she appeared in court to protest agains‘ 
their course. Mrs. von Schrader died 
Monday, at the age of #4, and the fu- 
neral was held Wednesday. 

As manager for her mother, which po- 
sition she assumed at the death of her 
father in 1872, Miss von Schrader ex- 
plained that she paid taxes, collected 
rents, made leases and directed’ re- 
pairs on the city property, besides su- 
perintending the farm and for 20 years 
operating a dairy, until her mother’s 
decline, beginning In the year of the 
World's Fair, compelled the daughter 
to give her constant attention as a 
nurse. 

These duties, she said, caused her to 
sacrifice the social positions that could 
have been hers because of her wealth 
and her father’s rank as a Prussian 
Baron, and to forfeit her chances of 
marriage. She connidered these person- 
al opportunities, she asserted, as sec- 
ondary to her duty to her mother and 
to the family property. 

It was suggested to Mrs. von Schrad- 
er several years ago, according to her 
daughter, that she make a will, but she 
refused, saying: “I expect to livd 
longer than some of the heirs who would 
get my money.” 

Brother Controls Personalty. 

In order to exclude Otto von Schraéd- 
er from authority over the estate, Miss 
von Schrader consented that her 
brother, George, should be named ad- 
ministrator by Probate Judge Shackel- 
ford, This gives him control over the 
personality, valued at only $100. if 
he desires to handle the income from 
the real estate he will have to apply 
to the Probate Court for permission and 
give bond for twice the amount of the 
income. The farm was purchased at a 
forced sale in 1888 for $30,000. Its pres- 
ent value is estimated’ at nearly $1,- 
000,000, 

Miss von Schrader has not decided 
upon what legal steps, if any, she will 
take to obtain extra compensation. 

George von Schrader, the only one of 
the heirs who is in St, Loujs, sald last 


night that others seemed to have more 
information than he concerning his sis- 


| ter’s feelings and intentions, and that 


he would not discuss her claim to a 
share larger than that of the others in 
the estate.

HOLD, BUT DEMAND 
LOSES KEENNE 


Sellers Are Showing More En- 
thusiasm Than the Buyefs 
or the Spinners, 


Prices of cotton have declined 
s0mewhat from last week in the fu- 
ture markets, but there is hardly a 
quotable difference between prices on 
Spots this week and last. The demand 
has slackened perceptibly and buy- 
ers do not show the eagerness sellers 
would like. How long this attitude 
of indifference will last/is a question. 
Buyers will take cotton at a price and 
spinners will take cotton at conces- 
sions, too, and the former undoubt- 
edly will be considerably influenced 
by the lower money market and will 
not be likely to let bargains go by 
unnoticed. 

A few weeks ago the future mar- 


kets were far above a parity with 
spots, Now the conditions are re- 
versed and spots are at a high pre: 
mium above futures. The result of 
ral change is an irregular market. 


Last Crop Still Increasing. 
Forecasters of prices have 
considerably influenced lately by the 
various increased estimates of the 
crop. Some of these estimates are put 
out by authorities who had previously 
made smaller estimates. It is well, in 
the face of the increased estimates of 
the crop, to bear in mind the large 
estimated consumption. Several] of 
the best authorities, basing their esti- 
mates on the consumption of the last 
two years, fixed the minimum re- 
uirements of American cotton at 14,- 
50,000 bales. There has been. no rea- 
son to lower this estimate. The change 
to more favorable conditions for spin- 
ners all over the world would rather 
add to it, especially as the demand 
for goods runs on heavy weights 

which require more cotton. 

The supply contains a comparatively 
large quantity of extremely low cotton 
which may prove unfit for use. This, 
however, is something that cannot be 
felt by consumers until the end of the 
season, possibly not at all, as new crop 
cotton may begin to move before the 
worthless cotton is reached. 

Interior Stocks Are Large. 


Interior spot markets are carrying 
large stocks of cotton in the aggregate. 
As a rule, interior markets west of the 
Mississippi * are comparatively more 
heavily stocked than those east of the 
river. The exception, east of the river, 
are those markets which handle the 
heavy-bodied cottons. Lighter staples 
have moved faster this season and up- 
land markets are pretty well cleared 
for this season of the year. 

Port receipts are large and show no 
sign of diminution. Fixports are in- 
creasing and at the present rate should 
pass the figures of last season by the 
middle of the present month. Liverpool 
sales have been large of late and for- 
wardings to spinners from that market 
fully up to expectations. Stock of 
American in Liverpool is about 400,000 
bales less than the same time last year. 
Continental stock of- American about 
120,000 less. 

The weather during the winter has 
been very mild, as a rule, with plenty 
of rainfall in Texas. The rainfall is 
essential to a good crop in Texas. The 
open weather, however, is favorable to 
insects and it is to be hoped that the 
low temperatures of the past few days 
has worked toward their extermination. 

It is too early to figure on the next 
crop and mention is made here of Texas 
weather, because such great stress is 
laid on that feature of the market a 
little later on,’ when the great % 7 
is on between crop killers and the 
lievers in ‘‘the biggest crop on record.” 
In a general ‘way, there is some talk of 
inferior seed and a possible scarcity 
should replanting be necessary in a 
great part of the cotton belt.

Zero Temperatures Over the Southwest 
Cause Only. a Few Reports of Winter

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Wheat futures reflected moderate 
support the past week, but held only 
steady, despite a severe cold wave over 
the winter wheat belt, which traders 
thought would surely mean higher 
prices. 

Edst of the Mississippi River wheat is 
well protected by snow, but Nebraska 
and sections of the Southwest are bare 


and in a position to suffer from winter 
killing, as the plant has been abnormally 
advanced by the open, warm weather 
and is in a vulnerabie on. 

It is, however, premature to esti- 
mate the winter wheat crop authen- 
tically, as an unusually dry aprine. 
hot winds in Kansas and the South- 
west, bug damage and wet harvests 
may cut the yield amazingly in a 
very short time and the present out- 
look is so highly favorable that It 
would seem that any change must be 
for the worse. 

Statistics Are Bullish. 

The statistical position of wheat ‘s 
steadily strengthening. The domestic 
visible supply is 4,000,000 bu under @ 
year ago. World's shipments last 
woek were only 12,496,000 bu, against 
15,728,000 bu last year. Stocks of 
wheat in Chicago are only 6,151,000 
bu, compared with 7,537,000 
year, and it is asserted that a con- 
siderable amount of, the supplies held 
are sold to go out. 

The visible wheat supply in Europe 
is 81,896,000 bu, against 79,500,000 bu 
last year, but should run down from 
now on as Argentine shipments prom- 
ise to be much less than a year ago. 
In fact, it is fast becoming apparent 
that the Argentine surplus for ex- 
port will be reduced to a minimum. 

An Antwerp cable, commenting on 
Argentine conditions, proves inter- 
esting. It said: ‘The Argentine 
news is going from bad to worse. 
Our previous estimates of 44,000,000 
bu available for Burope from the 
Argerttine stands good, but we nmrust 
add that the samples of grein which 
we have seen from the “tfferent dis- 
tricts of that countrs lead us to 
believe that only about 20,000,000 bu 
of this surplus is good milling wheat, 
the balance being very poor, light 
weighing quality and not suitable for 
the continent. Owing to the poor re+ 
sult of the Argentine crop, exports 
from North America must continus, 
and we think the buyers will have to 
make chase after the selle of good 
wheat and not the sellers /after the 
buyers,” 

Trade Outlock Good. 
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is the continued strength of securi- 
ties in Wall street. Wall street invari- 
ably is the barometer of the country’s 
business conditions and no doubt now 
ig indicating unusual prosper! in 
the near future. If so, wheat, which is 
the cheapest of the world’s commodi- 
ties, snould gradually seek a  ilevel 
more in line with corn, oats and other 
food products, especially as the liv 
ing cost is high and wheat enters 
more into the equation of steady, 
actual consumption, regardless of the 
size of the crop, than any other grain 
or commodity. 

For this reason, if for no other, 
such as possible crop scares. well- 
pested traders are inclined to look 
for a gradual appreciation in wheat 
values, especially as domestic receipts 
are practically dryine up, indicating 
that the farmer sold his wheat freely 
last fall. when he feared Canadian 
competition under the new tariff law 
in the Northwest and faced a tight 
money market and talk of business 
depression in the Southwest.

The ground, which is held by the 
Boatmen’s Bank, the German Savings 
Institution, and the Bank of Com- 
merce, conjointly, has been appraised 
by experts at $1.50 a square foot. 
It lfes to the south of the Merchants’ 
Bridge, and is said to be indispensa- 
ble to the railway’s plans. 

Terminal Association Is Buyer. 
The Terminal Association, it is 
said, is a rival of the Northwestern 
for the acquisition of a large section 
of land lynig east of Hall street and 
extending from Ferry street to Bre- 
men avenue, 

Before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s ruling in this connec- 
tion, the Chicago & Northwestern 
was excluded, it is said, from the 
Terminal Railway System, compris- 
ing all the railways entering Union 
Station. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the un- 
corking of this story by the Post-Dis- 
patch sent prices skyward in the rail- 
way district of North St. Louls, quite 
a number of options, it is said, were 
taken during the week on lands with 
railway advantages.

Another story, which, however, lacks 
confirmation, but which is of reliable 
origin, is to the effect that the Penn- 
sylvania Railway will soon begin buy- 
ing land preparatory to entering and 
establishing terminals in st.

balitiecnce Caréfully Blended 
With Directions and Watch- 
fulness, Makes Big Hatch. 


At this time of the year the attention 
of all poultry men is directed to the 
operation of the Incubator, which is the 
chief factor in determining the success 
of the hatch. It is possible, through 
@arelessness or neglect or through igno- 
france of the principles of incubation on 
the part of the operator, to destroy com. 
pletely the batching power of fertile 
eges. While on the other hand intelli- 
gent operation will produce excellent re- 
guits. Success in.artificial incubation 
comes only when the operator thorough- 
ly understands and applies the necessary 
details throughout the period of incu- 
bation. The seasonable hatching period 
begins Jan. 1 and should end May 15 
each year. 

The results of incubation will depend 
Jargely on the care of the lamp, which 
should be filled, the wick trimmed and 
the burned cleaned once daily. The best 
time for this work is in the morning 
immediately after the eggs have been 
fared for. If the lamp is handled before 
the eggs are turned, the hands may be- 
come oily and thus soil the eggs. Only

erated, it may be necessary to supply 
moisture. The amount of moisture ex- 
haled from a surface in a given. spaco 
of time is governed by the extent of 
the surface, not by the depth of the re- 
ceptacle. This principle should be re- 
membered when supplying moisture in 
a room or in an incubator. 

The necessity of following the man- 
ufacturers’ directions in regard to ven- 
tilation cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed on the mind of the novice. 
Eggs of uniform size, shape and color 
should be selected as far as possible and 
those with very porous or otherwise de- 
fective shells should be: eliminated. 
From the time the eggs become thor- 
oughly heated: until the chicks issue 
from the shells, more or less evapora- 
tion of the egg contents takes place, 
consequently there is a tendency for 
the parts next to the shell te become 
dried to the shell unless the egg is 
well turned at frequent intervals. 

When to Stop Turning. 

The setting hen turns her eggs several 
times during the day and night; but 
conditions existing in artificial incuba- 
tion do not admit of so many turnings 
and the eggs are turned. twice daily, 
beginning ‘36 hours after they are put 
in the incubator and continuing up to 
the nineteenth day, on and after which 
the. machine should be kept closed. 

The fact that incubators, as a rule, 
do not supply the same amount of heat 
to all parts of the tray makes it neces- 
sary not only that the eggs be wall 
turned twice each day, but that their 
positions on the trays be changed as 
regularly as they are turned. The best 
time to turn eggs is the firet thing in 
the morning and the last thing at night. 

The successful cooling of eggs during 
incubation counterbalances, to some ex- 
tent the still imperfect methods of ven- 
tilation. To cool eggs properly one muat 
consider the length of time they have 
incubated, the weather conditions and 
the room temperature. It is not known 
just how much cooling is necessary for 
the best results, nor can @ time tabie 
be made that will work successfulty 
with all types of incubators and under 
the varying atmospheric conditions. 

But the fact that eggs incubated by 
hens undergo more or less cooling and 
hatch well makes it appear essential 
that those artificially incubated should 
be treated correspondingly. Results 
prove this theory to be true. It has 
been shown that excessive ventilation 
cause# a too rapid evaporation of the 
egg contents, therefore for the first 
seven days it is best not to leave them 
out of the machine longer than is neces- 
sary for the proper turning. .The length 
of time to cool may be determined by 
touching several eggs to the lips. If 
sufficiently cooled, the eggs will feel 
cool at contact. They should never be 
left out long enough to become cold, 


Teast Your Ege. 

For the best results the eggs should 
be tested first on the seventh day of 
incubation and again on the fourteenth 
day. If the germs are strong and the 
eggs have been properly incubated, enly 
a few dead germs. will be found on the 
gecond test. An ordinary lamp that can 
be fitted with an egg tester is used.for 
testing eggs. On the seventh day of in- 
cubation the live germ, if strong, will 
show clearly the circulatory system] > 
branching in various directions. The/f 
germ should be centrally located in this 
network of vessels and is usually found 
near the air cell, provided the egg: is 
held against the opening in the teater 
with the large end up. A live embryo 
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at some time during the hatching period 
unless careful provision is made against 
them, it is best to remove the lamp for 
a time than to permit the great increa%te 
in temperature that occurs when the 
hatch is at its best.. Generally this in- 
crease can be overcome by turning down 
the flame. Very often, toward the end 
of the hatching period, it is neecssary 
tc raise the flame in order to keep the 
required temperature. 

These two changes in temperature in 
so short a time Will be readily under- 
stood when it is remembered that the 
eggs supply a great amount of animal 
heat during the last week of incubation 
and that this animal heat naturally in- 
creases as the chickens commence to 
work their way out of the shells. 

The position of the ventilators at 
hatching time depends on the make of 
the incubator. It is not advisable to 
permit a very great change of air until 
all the chickens are out. 

After the hatch is completed, the egs 
trays should be removed, together with 
any egg shells that have dropped into 
the nursery, and the ventilators should 
be opened full width. If the room is 
warm, the incubator door may be left 
open one-half inch at the top. The 
chickens should be left in the incubator 
until they are 48 hours eld and then 
removed to a brooder. 


Small chickens, known to the trade as 
squab broilers, are hatched at this time 
of the year, and may be grown in 
eight to ten weeks in brooders, kept in 
a room where the temperature is main- 
tained at about 70 degrees. The Rhode 
Island Experiment Station found that 
when marketed at this age they could 
be successfully raised without any out- 
door exercise.

I have 30 hens and have not got an egé 
in four months. For morning feed I 
give them a soft mash of bread with 
cayenne pepper in it. I feed them mixed 
grain in the evening. I keep oyster shell 
‘where they can, get it all the time and 
ohce a Week I give them-cabbage hung 
up so they have to jump for it. They 
seem to be in perfect condition and 
would your please advise me what te do 
to get eggs?—J. G. C., Paducah, Ky. 
Your chickens are getting too much 
cayenne pepper, which makes them lazy 
and causes them to become overfat. 
Birds that’are overfed take on fat which 
congregates around the oviduct and 
makes it impossible not only for the 
formation of: eggs, but to pass those 
that have already formed. Discontinue 
the mash with capenne pepper in it 
and feed mixed grain in the morning 
in a deep litter, which will make the 
bene scratch for it and give them plenty 
ixercise.. Give them plenty of -green 
| guch as cabbage, sprouted oats and 
snd Make a mash of wheat bran, 
corm meal, ground alfalfa, with a lit- 
tle beef scrap and feed in a crumbly 
ferm. at noon and feed a little mixed 
stain in the litter late in the afternoon. 
I’ would reéommend that you cut down 
the quantity of food so that each bird 
will get’ a.small handful of grain each 
day.and make them scratch for all the 
gtain they get. This with plenty of 
fresh water and the necessary shell- 
making food should cause yeur hens to 
lay within a reasonable time.

1895, however, the Sugar 
Trust, whose output oricinal- 
ly.was about 55 per cent of 
all sugar produced fh the 
United States, obtained con- 
trol of three other companies 
in Philadelphia by exchang- 
ing its stock for theirs, and 
thus increased its business 
until it controlled 98 per cent 
of the entire produce. Under 
Cleveland, the Government 
brought proceedings against 
the Sugar Trust, invoking 
the anti-trust law, to _ set 
aside the acquisition of these 
corporations. 

The test case was on the 
cbhsorption of the Knight 
company.

held adversely to the Gov- 
ernment.

Commerce and Labor, and with it the erection of the 
Bureau of Corporations.

The Standard Oil Co. took the lead in opposing all this 
legislation.

state commerce did not ex- 
terd to the production or

in the opinion of the Court, even though by such acquisi- 
tion the corporation was enabled to control the entire 
production of a commodity that was a necessary of life. 

This decision left the National Government, that :s, 
the people of the nation, practically helpless to deal 
with the large combinations of modern business. The 
courts in other cases asserted the power of the Federu! 
Goyernment to enforce the anti-trust law so far as trans- 
portation rates by railways engaged in interstate com- 
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cumbrous fashion, be broken up by 
lawsuits. Great business combinations, . 
however, cannot possibly be made useful in- 
stead of noxious industrial agencies merely 
by lawsuits, and especially by lawsuits sup- 
posed to be carried on for their destruction 
and not for their control and regulation.’’

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ONOPOLIES can, although in rather. 
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merce was concerned’ But so long as the trusts were 
free to contro] the production of commodities without in- 
terference from the general Government, they were 
well content. to let the transportation of commodities 
take care of itself—especially as the law against rebates 
was at that time a dead letter; and. the Court, by its de- 
cision in the Knight case had interdicted any interfe.- 
ence by the President or by Congréss with the produr- 
tion of commodities. It was on the authority of this 
care that practically all the big trusts in the United 
States, excepting these already mentioned, were formed. 
Usually they were organized as “holding” companica, 
each one acquiring control of its constituent corpora- 
tions by exchanging its stock for theirs, an operation 
which the Supreme Court had thus decided could not 
be prohibited, controlled, regulated, or even questioned 
by. the Federal Government. 

Such was the condition of our laws when I acceded to 
the presidency. Just before my accession, a small group 
of financiers, desiring to profit by the governmental im-

It was necessary to 
reverse the Knight case in the interests of the people 
against monopoly and privilege, just as it had been 
Lecessary to reverse the Dred Scott case in the interest 
of the people against slavery and privilege; just as later 
it became necessary to reverse the New York bakeshop 


_ ease in the interest of the people against that form of 


monopolistic privilege which puts human rights be- 
iéw property rights where wageworkers are con. 
cerned. 

By a vote of five to four the Supreme Court reversed 
its decision in the Knight case, and in the Northern 
Securities care sust2ined the Government. The power 
to deal with industrial monopoly and suppress it and tv 
control and regulate combinations, of which the Knight 
case had deprived the Federal Government, was thus 
restored to it by the Northern Securities case. 

After this Jater decision was rendered, suits 
»rought by my direction against the American Tobacco

inal conspiracies and their dissolution ordered. The 
Knizht case was finally overthrown. The vicious doc- 
trine it embodied no longer remains as an obstacle to 
obstruct the pathway of justice when it assails mo- 
nopoly.

HAT will not science attempt next? Its 
latest miracle is the astounding one 
of drawing the fluid of life, the very 
blood itself, from a living bodyr, 
washing it and restoring it to the 
veins, and this without impairing the 
health of the subject of the experi- 
ment. 

So far the test has béen made only on dogs; but the 
scientists, inasmuch as they have determined to their 
own satisfaction that the procedure is not inimical to 
life, see no reason why it should not be applied to hu- 
man beings when occasion arises.

The success of the experiment, which 
was first achieved by three physicians of 
the pharmacological laboratory of @dohns 
Hopkins University—Dr. John J. Abel, Dr. 
Leonard G. Rowntree and Dr. B. B. Turner | 
—opens an amazing vista of possibilities in 
the treatment of disease, and especially 
of cases of poisoning. Tests are afoot 
looking to the conquest of many blood dis 
eases by means of the new “blood laun- 
dry,” and its use is indicated in such 
emergencies as poisoning by gas, arsenic, 
lead and mercury, and in ailments of the 
kidneys. 

. _Indeed, the apparatus employed has beer 
called an “artificial kidney,” because of 
its capacity for-fulfilling the functions of 
that organ. : 

Although the principle of the operation 
is simple, its technique presented many difficulties 
which were ingeniously overcome. To find a substitute 
to circulate in the body in place of the absent blood 
was not so hard, for a mixture of water and salt in 
certain proportions, referred to in laboratory work as 
a “normal saline solution,” closely resembles the blood 
serum of an animal. 

But the tendency of the blood to alter its composition, 
and particularly to coagulate, when outside “its vessels 
for even the briefest time, was a more serious problem. 


It was finally solved by the injection of a substance . 


derived from leeches, and called hirulin,“which exerts 
an anti-coagulative effect. Hirulin was so expensive, 
costing $27.50 a gram, that the physicians decided to 
manufacture it themselves, and after buying leeches by 
the thousands, discovered a new and cheaper method of 
extracting the agent. 

Then came the difficulty of the artificial “arteries” 
through which the blood should pass. An operation iv 
physics called dialysis was impressed into service. Its 
principle can scarcely be stated except in technical lan- 
guage. It is that when crystalloid amd colloid substances 
are present in a solution, and when an animal membrane 
is interposed between the solution and pure water, the 
crystalloid substances seep through the membrane into 
the water, and the colloid substances remain in the so-

H’ GH ROBINSON of St. Louis, pro- 

tected by lucky number 13, saved 
more lives than a cat’s in many acci- 
dents, but has renounced the air for 
hair-raising spectacle—Swam a mile in 
Mediterranean with broken collarbone 
and ribs, and’ once dropped nearly 1000 
feet before he righted diving biplane. 


AVING brushed wings with death in 15 haz- 
ardous accidents during five years as an 
aviator in America and Europe, and es- 
caping with sundry broken bones, thanks 
to the beneficence of his talisman, the 
number 13, Hugh Robinson of: St. Louis an- 
nounces that he has forsaken the air and 


will hereafter confine himself to looping-the-loop with a 
motor cycle on a revolving hoop two HUGH ROBIN SON

feet wide! Even this hair-raising oc- 
cupation he considers as less perilous 
than the dangers of the sky. 

He was born on Friday, the thir- 
teenth, in 1883. The first cash prize he 
won as an aviator amounted to $1333.- 
33. He has never ventured to drive an 
aeroplane which did -not. bear some-. 
where on its surface the number 13; 
and when it.—appeared in another 
number, such as 2137,. he emphasized 
the tucky integers by drawing a ring 
arovnd them. 

He is firmly convinced that the 
magic of this numeral, which is to 


. most persons ill-omened, has preserved 


his life in many perils which proved 
fatal to fellow adventurers in the. air. 
It will be printed conspicuously on. the 
framework of his whirling loop-the- 
loop with which he plans to enter 
vaudeville. 

Robinson declares he was the first 
man in the world to loop-the-loop on 
a motor cycle. Then came an improved “thriller, 
in which a motor cyclist rode around and around 
at all angles on.the interior surface of a globe 
of iron lattice work. 

To the St. Louisan came the idea of cutting a 
narrow slice out of the globe, so as to form a 
big hoop, which he caused to revolve by elec- 
tricity on an axis. His part is to drive a motor 
cycle around this hoop, 24 inches wide, at such 
velocity as not to fall when upside down or 
even when parallel with the ground. The revo- 
lution of the hoop places him successively at 
every conceivable angle to its axis. r 

It is not surprising to note that, on his first attempt 
to ride this apparatus, Robinson crashed with his motor 
cycle through the hoop and went through the side of a 
barn. Picking himself up with a few bruises, he decided 
that he must use a lighter motor cycle engine, and set 
about rebuilding his revolving treagway. 

The steel band about which he careens is 14 feet in 
diameter, and to hold his place upon it le must have 
a velocity of 40 miles an hour. To achieve this speed 
before launching himself upon the hoop he uses a saucer- 
shaped platform upon the curve of which he drives high- 
er and higher and faster and faster until at last he can 
swerve up upon the ring. The plaiform then drops out 
of the way and the ring begins turning upon its axis. 
Its rate of revolution is necessarily quite slow. The 
slight concavity which the hoop possesses as a 24-inch 
segment of a 14-foot circle is sufficient to hold the 
motor cycle even when the rider is almost parailel- with 
the ground. 

The two aviation sinetuenite which Robinson estimates 
were his narrowest escapes occurred at such distant 
places as Juan les Pins, on the Mediterranean coast of 
France, and Paducah, Ky. Either of them would have 
been the last of his flights had he nof possessed as 
many lives as a cat. | 

In February, 1911, the St. Louisan was exhibiting in 
Europe the first hydroaeroplane that continent had ever 
seen, and was emgaged for maneuvers at Juan les Pins 
before naval officers of France, Germany and Russia. 

On the day set for the exhibition a gale of 40 miles 
an hour was sweeping in from the sea. Paulhan, the 
famous French aviator, who also was to fly, refused 
flatly to venture aloft. But Robinson launched hims2lf 
into the teeth of the wind and for 45 minutes gave a 
pyrothechnical display of American storm-fighting. 

As he finally headed in for the shore, the force of 
the gale behind him and the speed of his biplane gave 
the craft'a probable velocity of 90 miles an hour. When 
he was still nearly a mile out, a sudde~ gust smashed 
up beneath the tail of the machine, tipping it abrupt), 
forward. Its nose plunged into a big wave and thc 
bydro turned a somersault. Robinson shot out of hi 
seat and described an arc through the air of about 10: 
feet. He struck the water with such violence as to frac- 
ture his left collarbone for the third time and to brea’ 
several ribs. 

He wore a sweater, an overcoat, a raincoat, a helmet, 
leggings and heavy shoes, besides his other garments.

Some months afterward Robinson was making flights at Paducah, 
field surrounded by walls of canvas, so that admission could be charged. One 
morning there came a storm which blew down the entire fence, and when a 
throng of spectators arrived the wind was ‘still blowing strongly. In order not 
to disappoint them, the aviator decided to go up. He was driving a land 
machine, not a flying boat. 

For half an hour he fluttered about at a height of from 700 to 1000 feet, his 
craft being buffeted like a bird beaten hither and thither in a gale. Then, — 

among the billows of the air there arose 
one of those great sudden surges which ~~ 
are the terrors of aviators, It broke upon 
the nose of the machine and sent it stag- 
gering downwards.

The hairbreadth escapes at Juan les Ping and Px- 
ducah followed, and then came an odd mishap at Wash- 
ington, D. C. While cruising over the Potomac in a 
land machine, Robinson’s engines began s'ipping and 
he found he could not get back to his starting point. «So 
he piched out what looked from his height to be a goo 
lat.ding spot on the shore and swooped to earth. 

To. his alarm, the biplane instantly sank into the 
ground until it was completely buried, and himself with 
it.. Fearing he had dropped into a bed of quicksand, he. 
sprang from his seat and tried to run. His eyes. were 
blinded with mud and he struck his head against the 
radiator, making a scar which he wears today. He had 
landed in a pool of soft mud. 

A~ Rochester, N. Y., Robinson agreed with Lincoln 
Beachey that the latter should dive under his machine. 
He heard Beachey’s motor behind him and erroneously 
decided from the sound that Beachey was above him. 
He began dropping to get out of the way. 

A moment later Beachey swerved under Robinson’s 
falling craft, his upper wing missing Robinson's land- 
ing wheels by only three or four feet.

towards the city’s roofs. 

On. the same afternoon, having passed Red Wing. 

As he arose 
and attempted to turn about between two high bluffs to 
retrace his way, a puff. of wind tilted-the leit wing up- 
wards and the craft began sliding sideways to the water. 
Robinson sprang from his~seat and threw his weight on 
the left wing, while jerking at the aileron control with 
his right hand.

Why Not in Human Body ? 


IME does not exist for tissues 
taken from the bodies of animals 
and grown in vitro—that is to 
say, in a special medium con- 

tained in glass jars. Dr. Alexis Carrell 

has found that by modifying the medium 

in -which cells are placed these can be 

made to continue growing indefinitely. 

He has tissues that have been growing 

thus in vitro for nearly a year and a 

half and are now growing more rapidly 
than tissues just taken from embryos. 

All cells of the animal body are im- 

mersed in a fluid of serum. From this 

fa ~Serum they derive their activity, which 

jy consists in multiplication by the division 

H of each cell and the growth of the two 

or more new cells until they again are 

ready to divide. While the body is still 


growing, this cell activity is at its height. 


When growth ceases the cell activity 
slows down to the speed that will just 
keep the balance even between decay and 
repair. Old age means the further slowing 


down of this cell activity, so that decay 
progresses more rapidly than repair. 

What causes this slowing down? If « 
way to arrest it could be found, old age 
could be put off indefinitely. As the ce-'s 
derive their activity from this serum tk 't. 
bathes them, the secret seems to lie hid- 
den in’ the serum. It may be that the 
cells have an effect upon the serum as 
well as the serum upon the cells. 

In Dr. Carrel’s earlier experiments the 
cells lived their natural life, then died. 
Since he learned bow to change and 
reguiate the mediums tiey have con- 
tinued to flourish and, so far as can ve 
seen, will continue to flourish. 

‘Now, it has been suggested, if the arti- 
ficial medium or: serum can so be regu- 
lated that living cells shall continue to 
grow in glass jars, why may not the 
natural medium or serum be regulated 'n 
a similar way, that the cells of our bodies 
may never grow old but may continue to 
divide and multiply indefinitely?

Making Silver That Will Not Tarnish 


Ferrite. 
WO new alloys that are in 

many respects remarkable are 

F described by the American Ma- 
chinist. One, called Argental, 

and produced by the inventor of the Mc- 
Adamite alloy, is a com of silver 
and aluminum. It tiks been put out to 
compete with silver, over which many su- 
periorities are claimed for it, for indus- 
trial. purposes. It can be cast, spun, 
drawn into wire, takes a good polish and 
has greater strength than either alumi- 
num or silver. It resembles silver in ap- 
pearance, is not affected by nitric acid 


and does not tarnish on exposure to the 
air. 

The other alloy is a blend of cobait 
and tin of about 40 to 60. This is said 
hy the official chemist of the American 
Institute of Metals to be especially re- 
sistant to acids, but owing to its brittle- 
ness it has little commercial value. Ex- 
periments, however, tend to show that 
when this is mixed with other metals, 
such as copper, for instance, it produces 
a series of -alloys which may be turned, 
forged and machined and have a high 
degree of chemical resistance.
